The male of Lepthyphantes nasus is described. 

The author described a new linyphiid spider, Lepthyphantes nasus, in 1965 
based on only two female (holotype and paratype) which were obtained from 
Mt. Kaya-san, Kyungsangnam-do. Recently, the males together with many 
females were collected by Mr. Bo Keun Seo at the Whabang-sa, Namhae-do 
IsL, Kyungsangnam-do. In the present paper, the author described the male.

Description. 

Male {allotype ): Essentially similar to female in shape and color. Clypeus 
about 3.4 times the diameter of AME. Eye ratio, AME<PLE< ALE—PME 
(5 :7 :8 :8). AME's separated from each other by one-fifth their diameter, from 
ALE'S by three-fifths apart. Eyes of posterior row equidistant, separated by 
0.7 times the diameter of PME. Chelicera armed with 3 large promarginal 
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teeth and 4 small retromarginal teeth. Sternum as wide as long. 

Leg formula, 44=1, 2, 3. Leg formular index, 100:97:80:102. Spination all 
the same as female. Tm I 0.19.
